Court Backs 
UC Policy on 
Minorities 
SAN FRANCISCO 一 The state 
Supreme Court upheld the con- 
stitutionality of a controversial 
University of California minority- 
preference admissions Program 
last Wednesday by a vote of 4to 2. 
The court overturned an appellate 
court ruling last year that had 
struck down a UC Davis Law 
School program which used race 
as a factor to screen minority 

applicants， 

The state Supreme Court 
majority found that the Davis 
admission program was the kind 
imPplicitly approved by the US 
Supreme Court in 1978 in the case 
of UC Regents vs. Bakke. In that 
case，the high .court upheld a 
challenge by Allan Bakke to a 
minority quota system at the UC 
Davis Medical School but indi- 
cated that Trace could be con- 
sidered among other factors in 
college admissions,

In 1949, Liu, then a 28-year-old

scholarship to study education at

Children's Center 
Returns to Chinatown 


By MARY CASTAGNOZZI 

SAN FRANCISCO The 
Chinatowan Community 
Children's Center has returned to 
its ”Chinatown _ location after 
operating for over a year in the 
Richmond district，and will hold 
an open house this Friday， 
February 20， from 4 to 6 pm，at 
979 Clay Street. 

“Its good to be back to China- 
town. We know there's a need 
there (in the Richmond district) 
for childcare, but here we're even 
Imore swamped with enrollment 
requests,， ”explained Carolyn 
Leong，assistant director of the 
CCGCC: 


BUSES 
The CCCC moved to the Rich - 


mond YWCA at 18th Avenue and 


Geary _ Street when the China- 
town YWCA began renovations to 
convert its residence hall into 
apartments for senior citizens and 
to _ make seismic reinforcements. 
Despite the daily two hours spent 
on buses escorting their children 
back and forth to the Center, most 
parents initially folowed the 
Center when it moved. 、 

“It was sad to see the paients 
spending so much timne bringing 
their children back and forth . 
Gradually as children graduated 
we took in about half of our 
student population from the Rich- 
mond Leong said， 

The move to the Richmond 
affected the program in subtle 
ways, she noted. The long bustrips 
to and from Chinatown cut down 
on the amount of time Parents 
were able to spend chatting with 
teachers and attending meetings. 
The arrangement of the classroom 
space` 一 comprised of several 
smaller rooms as opposed to the 
one main hall in the Chinatown 
Center 一 also cut down on the 
socialjizing _ among parents and 
tbheir meeting .with different 
teachers, Leong saidq. Usually they 
Would just run in and Ppick up 
their child and then leave，in 


contrast to _ the more leisurely 
atmosphere at the Chinatown 
Center, she added， 

DIEFERED 

The Richmond parents involved 
at the Richmond site also differed 
from those from the Chinatown 
community in income and 
employment，Leong noted，Most 
of the Chinatown parents work in 
restaurants and garment factories 
and earn a low ipncome，while 
those in the Richmond district 
generally Worked in the “lower 
echelons” of business as secre- 
taries，bank tellers，and clerks， 
earning ，a lower miqddle-class 
income, she explained. 

Attitudes towards child- 
care also differed，Leong said 
While many of the_ Chinatown 
Parents are better orgamized about 
childcare， and are willing to 
present a “united_ front” when 
visible and . vocal Support is 
needed, many of theparents in the 
Richmond felt that childcare“was 
their own problem,” she 
explained. 

Although_ the move back to 
Chinatown is welcomedqd by the 
Centers sta 任 ，who feel that the 
greatest need remains in the core 


Chinatown area among the many 


new immigrants，they recognize 
that the Richimnond district also 
lacks sufficient childcare Pro- 
grams. 

On the positive side， their 
efforts in the Richmond during the 
time they: spent Waiting for the 
Chinatown renovations to be 
completed may have helped with 
the awareness there about child- 
care needs. The Richmord YVWCA 
at 18th and Geary is now planning 
for a childcare program of its 


Own， 
CETA 

The Center serves 52 children 
from 2 to5 years of age. It has a 
staff of 5 Center-funded teachers， 
2 CETA-funded teachers， one 
Secretary，one Social worker，an 
assistant director，and a directoFr，

Very exciting one,， but the road to 


Success hasn't always been easy. 
Captain Ron Won was the first 
Chinese American to _ become a 
pilot fora major US airline and to- 
day is one of the few in the busi- 
ness. He actually started working 
for Pan Am at the early age of 
fourteen. The son of a San Fran- 
cisco restaurant operator with ten 
girls and Six boys，Won found onut 
quickly that he had to pitch in and 
help with paying the family bills. 
After getting a Special waiver, the 
Omaha，Nebraska，youth signed 
on at Pan Am as a mechanic. 
There he was hit by the flying bug. 
Won, after graduating from San 
Franciscos Galileo High School， 
decided to enlist in the US Air 
Force, but met with a_little resis- 
tance from his parents.

“My mother and dad were like a 
lot of Chinese families.

It was during one of these alerts 
Won and three of his colleagues 
spotted a UFO.
